It all started when Belleville Police Chief 
Gene Taylor found a dead horse dumped 
in a Sumpter Township ditch on his way to 
work in March. 

It ended 19 animal cruelty charges later 
in a June 11 plea deal before 34" District 
Court Judge Brian Oakley. 

In the plea, 18 animal cruelty charges 
and dumping charges were dropped in 
exchange for Walter Bradley Hazel’s plea 
of “no contest” to one animal cruelty 
charge and one charge of dumping. 

Judge Oakley sentenced Hazel, 35, 
of Carleton West Road, to one year of 
probation on each of the two charges. 
One black and white pit bull that had been 
removed from his farm, had been returned 
to him and that was the only animal allowed 
on his property for a year. 

Judge Oakley said Hazel must take his dog 
to be examined periodically by Sumpter 
veterinarian Yvonne Craiger to make sure 
the dog is doing all right, with cost of the 
exams to be the responsibility of Hazel. 

Judge Oakley asked Hazel what his 
dog’s name was and Hazel said his dog is 
“Barack, like the president.” 

The judge gave Hazel fines totaling $525 
for the animal cruelty and an additional 
$975 for dumping. A payment plan was to 
be set up. 

Judge Oakley said Sumpter Township 
is not a dumping ground for trash and 
the paperwork didn’t show whether the

Sumpter Township Detective John 
Toth told the judge Wayne County crews 
and possibly the 34" District work crew 
cleaned up.

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Board of Determination votes for work on Head Drain, branches

Residents of Van Buren and Sumpter 
townships attended the formal Wayne 
County Board of Determination meeting 
June 24 to consider testimony on whether 
maintenance and improvement is necessary 
of the Head Drain and its Torrey and Elwell 
branches. 

The meeting was held at the Van Buren 
Township Hall. 

After hearing public testimony, the Board 
voted unanimously that maintenance and 
improvement of the Head Drain and its 
branches is necessary and conducive to 
Public Health, Convenience or Welfare and 
necessary for Protection of Public Health 
to Municipality. 

Arthur Nagy of Brownstown served as 
chairman of the board; Patricia Ganzberger 
of Southgate served as secretary; and Paul 
Sincock, Plymouth City Manager, served 
as board member. Jack Franzil stood by in 
case a third board member was needed. 

Matt Best, Wayne County drains manager, 
gave an introduction to Head Drain that he 
said was established in 1862, is three miles 
long, and travels along both sides of Bemis 
Road and then drains into Throop Drain. 

Best said there are 390 individual parcels 
in the drainage district and there have been 
cleanouts in 1876, 1925, and 1952. 

He said in the years 2000-2012 there have 
been numerous complaints on the drain, 
including log jams, blocked culverts, and 
stagnant water. 

In December 2012, the county received 
a petition from residents which led to the 
Board of Determination hearing. 

Rodney Valez of Spicer Group engineers 
said at the request of the Drain Commission 
he and Richard Graham did an inspection 
of the drain on May 31. 

They walked the drain between Sumpter 
and Rawsonville roads and found the drain 
had the same character all along its three- 
mile route. 

Valez reported and showed pictures of the 
debris, obstructions, vegetation, the drain 
right of way overgrown with brush and 
trees, and a lot of garbage, and localized 
erosion. 

He said close to Martha’s Lane, west 
of Sumpter Road, someone had dammed 
up the drain and made a pool of stagnant 
water. 

Along the mobile home park on Elwell 
Road, he showed pictures taken of a fence 
falling into the drain, a large tree next to 
the drain washing out, and debris in the 
drain. Closer to Lohr Road, he showed a 
fort built over the drain. East of Lohr Road 
there were trees flat in the drain building 
up sediment. 

Valez said the culverts along Bemis 
were 50-60% full of sediment, along with 


cattails and Phragmites. 

He stated that, according to records, 
the last time the drain was cleaned was in 
1952, with some intermittent maintenance 
over the years. 

John Hughes, 46445 Harris Road, asked 
where the cleaned Head Drain will drain. 
He asked if the Throop Drain, where Head 
empties, is cleaned? 

Hughes was told Throop wasn’t cleaned 
and he commented, “Unless you clean 
Throop, we’re just making a pond.” 

Stacy L. Hissong, attorney, said Head 
outlets to Throop Drain and Riggs Drain 
and bids went out this spring on Throop 
and the work will be done before this 
construction on Head. 

Hissong said the drain work is paid by 
apportionments of percentages to Wayne 
County, for benefits to county roads; to 
MDOT for benefits to highways (which 
probably doesn’t apply here); to the 
townships for public health; and a portion 
to the property owners, based on acreage 
and zoning. The assessment is levied for up 
to 20 years. 

Hughes said he would like to know how 
much this was going to cost and Hissong 
said the Drain Code that has to be followed 
was made by the Legislature. 

The Board of Determination votes yes or 
no on whether it is needed, then there is a 
request for proposals for engineers to hire, 
an informational meeting on the costs, and 
then a day of review. 

Hughes was concerned about the cost 
and hoped the board will consider the 
actual need and the hardship cleaning it 
will cause. 

Jim Richendollar of Harris Road said 
nine homes are affected and he had signed 
the petition that resulted in that day’s board 
meeting. 

He said on April 8, 1999 a study was 
done by JCK & Associates and the Board 
of Determination came out and surveyed 
the entire Torrey Drain and part of Head 
Drain and the board decided not to do it. 

Richendollar said he had to put in a sub 
pump to keep his furnace operating. 

He said he knows of no one on the Head 
Drain that is upset and he has no problem. 
He said they hired equipment and cleaned 
the drain eight years ago. 

But, the nine people on a quarter mile of 
Harris Road need help, Richendollar said. 

Aline B. Smith of 45821 Harris Road 
said she got oceanfront property without 
moving her home. She said she had 3% 
inches of water in her garage and almost 
lost her freezer. 

She said she called Fox News and they 
came out. The county tried to blow the 
ditches out. She said Sumpter said to clean 
out your own ditches. 

Lonnie Lee, from the road commission, 


came out and said he could do something, 
but he couldn’t clean part of the county 
drain and, “There was no place for our 
water to go.” 

Smith said these drains need cleaning and 
were last cleaned the year before she was 
born. 

Barney Ban of Lohr Road said there was 
a cleanup on the Head Drain by Sumpter 
Township in 1993 or 1994. He said his 
complaint is that the county has done no 
maintenance for at least 20 years. 

“I think it’s mostly the county’s fault,” 
Ban said, referring to the condition of the 
drains. “The county should be maintaining 


the drains ... It was cleaned.” 

A man who lives on Bemis in Van Buren 
Township said he has no water problems 
and doesn’t want to pay for others having 
problems. He said he uses his own 
equipment to solve drainage problems. 

Others at the Board of Determination 
meeting included Wayne County Drain 
Commissioner Kenneth M. Kucel, Deputy 
Commissioner Elmeka Allen, VBT Director 
of Planning and Economic Development 
Arthur Mullen, VBT DPW Director Jim 
Taylor, and VBT engineering consultant 
Dave Nummer from Wade Trim engineers.

VBT rescinds moratorium on 
DTE Energy Smart Meters

The Van Buren Township Board 
of Trustees unanimously rescinded a 
moratorium on DTE Energy Smart Meters 
at its regular meeting on June 18. 

There was no discussion on the move, 
which was said to be the township 
attorney’s recommendation, and the item 
was included in the Consent Agenda, which 
approves items that don’t need discussion. 

At the June 3 work/study meeting, about 
120 pages of information was distributed to 
the board on the Michigan Public Service 
Commission and Smart Meter issues, but 
there was no discussion. 

In the written request for action from 
Supervisor Linda Combs, she wrote, 
“Because the Smart Meter issue falls 
directly within the Michigan Public Safety 
[sic] Commission’s regulatory purview, it 
is recommended the Township Board of 


Trustees rescind Resolution 2012-10.” 

Treasurer Sharry Budd made the motion 
to institute the moratorium “until further 
notice” at the May 1, 2012 meeting of the 
township board, with Trustee Phil Hart 
seconding the motion. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr was the only board 
member voting against the moratorium 
and Trustee Denise Partridge was absent 
and excused. 

The moratorium was passed while the 
Michigan Public Service Commission 
was studying opposition to Smart Meters, 
which are computerized electronic devices 
that allow for remote reading via radio 
frequencies and two-way communications. 

VBT residents and those from other 
parts of Southeastern Michigan came to a 
VBT board meeting early last year to voice 
their concerns about health, safety, privacy 
and potential cost issues with the Smart

Last Saturday’s fireworks at Beck Field 
in Van Buren Township were wonderful, 
according to all reports.

$196,428 for the vocational classes since 
fewer students have been sent there by the 
VB district. 

Supt. Van Tassel often refers to 
recommendations made by his “cabinet” 
and at the June 17 meeting, Treasurer 
Sherry Frazier asked him just who was this 
“cabinet.” 

He said it was himself, Human Resources 
Director Shonta Langford-Green, 
Curriculum Director Diane Kullis, Building 
and Grounds Director James Williamson, 
Special Services Director Karen Johnston, 
and Finance Director Karen Moffitt. Now 
we all know. 
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Carl and Brenda McClanahan recently took 
a long vacation to Arizona and thereabouts. 
They saw a newspaper called the Independent 
in Gallup, New Mexico, and thought of me. 
They brought me home 
a copy. 

It was very interesting 
and I appreciate their 
kindness. I like to 
read newspapers from 
other areas to see how 
different, and how very 


much the same, our papers are. 


Sumpter Township has had Little League 
in the past, but this is the first time it’s ever 
had T-ball that anyone can remember. It 
hasn’t had Little League play at all for many 
years. 

So, everyone was excited at Graham 
Park last Friday when the youngsters 
gathered, with lots of enthusiastic parents 
and grandparents and Parks and Recreation 
Commission members and township board 
members. Supervisor Johnny Vawters threw 
out the game ball to start the game after 
Kenneth Stewart sang the National Anthem. 

I met Kenneth years ago when I did a story 
about how he, as a blind man, won many 
awards in the Senior Olympics. He will be 
singing the National Anthem as the Western 
Wayne County Senior Olympics kicks off 
this year’s games on Aug. 12.

To the Editor: 

Last week, the Michigan Department 
of Education released 2013 test data for 
Michigan high school juniors’ performance 
on the Michigan Merit (MME) and ACT 
exams. 

I found it interesting that the press 
release focused not on the 2013 data but 
rather on the four-year trend in test scores. 
No doubt this is because the one-year 
progress was minimal, although the overall 
trend over four years is more impressive. 

ACT score averages, for example, were 
up slightly except in Math, where they 
declined slightly. Math scores showed the 
exact same slight decline at Belleville High 
School, but growth in all the other areas 
greatly outpaced average state growth. 
English scores grew more than twice as 
much at BHS. Science scores grew three 
times as much. And Reading scores grew 
a stunning six times as much as state 
average. 

Our scores do not yet match those state 
averages, as we were considerably behind 
in 2010, but we are making up ground very 
quickly. 

These are nationally normed 
tests, and they are the basis for 
whether our students are considered 
“college ready” when they graduate. 

If the long-term trend is what’s important, 
then our whole community has something 
to celebrate, indeed.

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Court Watching: 
Brian Baker was set 


to be arraigned July 3 
on fifth B&E charge

Brian Bernard Baker, 17, who is scheduled 
to go to trial in August on four breaking and 
entering charges, was to be video arraigned 
on a new, fifth charge July 3 at 34" District 
Court in Romulus. 

All the break-ins were in Haggerty 
Subdivision in Van Buren Township 
between Feb. 19 and April 12. 

In the fifth case, Baker is accused of 1* 
degree home invasion at 10914 Buchanan 
that took place on April 5. Baker is also 
accused of stealing firearms, stealing money, 
receiving and concealing weapons-firearms, 
and two counts of felony firearm. 

On June 19, Baker was scheduled for a 
9 a.m. status conference with Circuit Court 
Judge Mark T. Slavens at the Frank Murphy 
Hall of Justice in Detroit. 

When Baker’s attorney, James McGinnis, 
showed up at 10 a.m., jury selection for a 
trial in another case was occurring. Baker’s 
grandmother had been waiting all morning. 

After the jury had been selected, they were 
given a short break before the trial got under 
way. During the break, McGinnis asked that 
Baker be called from jail to the courtroom 
for his status conference on the four cases. 

After speaking with Assistant Prosecutor 
Danielle Russo, McGinnis said an 
unfortunate snafu occurred when 34” 
District Court in Romulus could not 
find Baker to arraign him on a fifth case. 
McGinnis requested a motion for Habeas 
Corpus. 

Baker was then scheduled for his 
arraignment on the fifth charge. That was 
first set for June 26, but on June 26 Baker was 
not brought to 34" District Court and it was 
postponed in favor of a video arraignment 
planned from the jail on July 3. 

Judge Slavens set a pre-trial exam for July 
9 and a final conference for July 17. Baker’s 
trial is set for Aug. 29. 

Baker is being held in the Wayne County 
Jail with each of the bonds on his four cases 
set at $10,000 or 10%. The bond on his fifth 
case was to be set at the arraignment.

Joseph Venable accepts 
plea deal in assault on 
Sumpter Police officer

Joseph Andrew Venable, 21, who was 
arrested May 13 on a charge of assaulting 
a Sumpter Township police officer causing 
injury, accepted a plea deal at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice 
and was to be formally 

sentenced June 26. 
Venable appeared 
before Judge Chylinski 
on May 29 where 


he was arraigned 

on the information. 

Immediately, Judge d 
Chylinski held a Venable 
disposition conference between the 


prosecutor and defense attorney. 

Then Venable agreed to plead guilty 
to a misdemeanor charge of attempted 
assault on a police officer causing injury, 
in exchange for dismissal of the assault 
charge, a felony. 

Venable was first brought before 34" 
District Court Judge Brian Oakley on May 
22 where Venable waived his preliminary 
exam and was sent on to circuit court. 

Judge Oakley was told a youthful-offender 
agreement for a Dec. 6, 2012 breaking and 
entering had been fulfilled and Venable had 
a disorderly person charge in 2010. 

The prosecutor told Judge Oakley that the 
police officer broke his hand in the incident 
and may require surgery. 

Venable had been given a $50,000 or 
10% bond, with no drugs or alcohol, at his 
video arraignment before Chief Judge Tina 
Brooks Green. Judge Oakley reduced that 
to a personal recognizance bond, but kept 
the no drugs and alcohol provision. 

Judge Chylinski continued that bond 
and referred the case to the probation 
department for a pre-sentence report. 

Sumpter Detective John Toth said at 
10:18 p.m. May 12, Officer David McKean 


was dispatched to a report of someone 
stumbling and vomiting in the roadway 
in the Sumpter and Willis area. Officer 
McKean was unable to locate the man at 
first, but then found him inside Sumpter 
Market. 

The man, later identified as Venable, was 
trying to get out of the building through a 
door that was locked, Toth said. He was 
able to force open the door and exit. Then 
Officer Brian Stefani pulled into the market 
parking lot and Venable took off on foot. 

Toth said Venable had fallen and McKean 
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tried to get him under physical control. 
Officer McKean suffered an injured right 
thumb and, after Venable’s arrest, McKean 
drove himself to St. Joseph Mercy Hospital 
for treatment. 

Officer McKean needed surgery and 
will be off duty three to four months while 
recuperating, Det. Toth said. 

Det. Toth noted Venable’s alcohol 
consumption had proved to be extremely 
high the night of his arrest.

Meters. Other communities had placed 
moratoriums on the meters. 

The Resolution especially asked the 
MPSC to review the opt-out provision 
proposed by DTE Energy and to allow 
individual customers, instead, to decline 
Smart Meter installation in their homes 
without penalties or additional fees. 

At the June 14 meeting of the Council 
of Western Wayne, representatives of the 
municipalities reportedly were told by 
DTE that they would begin Smart Meter 
installations in all the communities this fall 
and customers would pay a $67 fee upfront 
and then $9.80 per month if they didn’t 
allow the Smart Meters to be installed. The 
fee, approved by the state, would be to pay 
for a meter reader to come out to read the 
meter. 

Opponents of Smart Meters have appealed 
the MPSC ruling. 

On June 18, Michigan Attorney General 
Bill Schuette said he is investigating 
because he still thinks those who opt out 
shouldn’t have to pay a fee. 

In other business at the 29-minute, June 
18 meeting, the VBT board: 

e Approved promoting interim DPW 
Director James Taylor to at-will Director 
of the Department of Public Works with a 
salary of $70,000, “a little less” than the 
previous DPW Director Tom McDonald, 
who retired. Taylor worked from 1989 
through 2011 for the City of Dearborn’s 
Water and Sewer Division and retired as 
its Water and Sewer Utility Manager. He 
holds an S-1 Waterworks Systems Operator 
certification from the State of Michigan. 
Supervisor Combs said there were 19 
applicants for the position and Taylor was 
tops; 

e Helped the Fire Department honor 
Danny Wilson, who has served 30 years 
as a fire fighter and will retire as of June 
28. “I spent exactly half my life as a fire 
fighter,’ Wilson said. “I’m the last one 
of the group I started with. Pm glad I 
was a part of it.’ He was presented with 
certificate of appreciations from the VBT 
board and from the VBT Fire department, 
along with a helmet purchased for him by 
the Fire Fighters Association; 

e Heard Supervisor Combs announce a 
new program for the police department 
aimed at building trust with members of 
the community. The first “Coffee with 
a Cop” will run from 8 to 10 a.m. on 
Saturday, July 13, at Leo’s Coney Island. 
Captain Greg Laurain will be there, along 
with whomever he brings, she said. It is 
relaxed, one-on-one interactions to discuss 
issues. Supervisor Combs said the program 
is supported by the U.S. Department of 
Justice and Community Oriented Policing 
Services.

Planning consultant Sally Hodges of 
McKenna Associates recommended a six- 
year permit, but the commission approved 
eight years. 

There was discussion on the parking, 
which now will be on six grassy acres, for 
500-700 cars. 

“We want to have stress-free parking. It’s 
a farm,” Norm DeBuck said of the large 
parking spaces planned. 

Arthur Mullen, VBT director of planning 
and economic development, suggested 
allowing 500 “country parking spaces,” a 
term he made up. 

Scott DeBuck said people like to take 
their carts of pumpkins out to the cars and 
if they are parked too closely together there 
is a danger of dinging a car. 

Mullen said the longer time period on the 
temporary land use gives some comfort to 
the applicant. 

“They’ve operated and been a good 
neighbor,’ Mullen said of the corn maze 
which has brought no complaints over four 
years of operations. 

Commissioner Don Boynton suggested 
they establish a first aid area staffed with 
an EMT or others trained in CPR and first 
aid. He suggested one of the staff members 
get trained as an EMT and come back and 
train others. 

“That’s a good idea,” Scott DeBuck said. 
“I can do that for sure.”

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that fainted from a diabetic episode and 
they had to call an ambulance. He said with 
all the children coming to visit, it would 
be a good idea to have such an area for 
emergencies. 

A motion was passed to approve the eight- 
year temporary land use, plus approval 
of not to exceed 500 “country parking 
spaces,” and a few other stipulations drawn 
up by Hodges. 

The corn maze site is on 25+ acres at 
the north side of Martz Road between 
Hoeft and Rawsonville roads. It runs for 
eight weeks each fall, from Labor Day to 
Halloween. The rest of the year it is a sod 
farm. 

Hodges pointed out at the May 8 
commission meeting when the applicants 
first came to request eight years of 
temporary land use that the applicants had 
tripled the parking area beyond what was 
approved in 2010 (going from 150 parking 
spaces to 770) and they should have come 
back to the township for approval first. 

Hodges suggested the commission give 
the applicants a chance to make revisions 
to their request and put it in writing, so the 
commission would have “something in 
black and white.” Then, they could come 
back for approval or denial. 

That’s what the DeBucks did and on June 
26 commission members had a 16-page, 
detailed document in hand, with pictures, 
on the corn maze and pumpkin patch’s 
current activities and plans.

Hazel’s attorney John McKinney said, 
“These charges stem from not a lot of 
experience on how to do it,” referring to 
taking care of animals. 

He supported the plea deal “... to prevent 
this from happening again and to ease into 
farming.” 

Hazel had inherited the farm. His attorney 
said Hazel had no criminal history. 

Hazel told the Independent he had a team 
of white mules that he would drive to Mary

Ann’s in New Boston and people would 
take their pictures with the team because 
they were so beautiful. His animals were in 
good shape, he claimed. 

Hazel also told the Independent of the 
animals that were removed from his farm, 
and conceded, “Maybe I could have done a 
better job of taking care of them.” 

Det. Toth said Sumpter Township did 
not impose restitution costs, so all animals 
were signed off on by Hazel. 

The day the search warrant was executed, 
Dr. Craiger was on site with two or three 
others from her veterinary clinic and there 
were about six from Loving Arms Animal 
Rescue. 

The dog was malnourished, Toth said. 
Police took lots of pictures. On the scene, 
Hazel signed documents surrendering 
all the animals to the Sumpter Township 
Police Department. 

“We seized everything,” Toth said. Then 
someone asked, “What are we doing with 
the dogs?” The warrant was for “farm 
animals.” There were three pit bulls (four 
at the beginning, but one was missing). 

Toth said there were piles of animals 
burned up on the back of the property. Toth 
said the animals had inadequate care and 
Toth said he is unsure if Hazel just didn’t 
know how to farm or what the problem 
was. Hay became very expensive and there 
was no water. He was feeding the animals 
straw. 

On May | Hazel signed the plea agreement 
and was allowed to pick up one dog — a 
black and white pit bull — from the Sumpter 
animal pound. 

Toth said at the beginning of the 
investigation, every time police went out 
to talk to Hazel, an animal turned up dead: 
one dog turned up missing, one mule was 
killed, one llama was missing and found 
shot. Hazel said “somebody” came and did 
it and he didn’t know who. 

The rescuers brought food with them. 

Among the animals taken by police were 
three pit bulls (including Barack), three 
llamas, one miniature pony, two horses, 
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three mules and one bull. 

The dead horse in the ditch found by 
Chief Taylor on March 8 in the area of Judd 
and Haggerty roads that brought attention 
to this farm was explained by Hazel. He 
said some scrappers came and offered to 
dump the dead horse for him. He said they 
loaded it on their trailer and took it. The 
trailer Hazel described as belonging to the 
scrappers was found at the back of Hazel’s 
property. 

Sumpter police decided not to worry 
about prosecution 

“All we cared about is the animals, so 
we went in as an animal rescue,” Toth said. 
He said it took just 24 hours for all the 
rescuers to get together to come and rescue 
the animals. 

Toth said since then he has seen pictures 
of some of the animals on flyers and on 
the internet as the rescuers worked to find 
them new homes. 

Toth said Hazel’s no contest plea to the 
charges, means he is “not disputing what I 
say” on the police report. 

Toth said the animals were in terrible 
shape and police have pictures. He said he 
learned that a horse or mule grows a longer 
coat in the winter. Even though there was a 
longer coat, the individual bones could be 
seen on the emaciated animals, he said. 

The llamas were three years old and 
had never been combed — ever, Toth said. 
“They were a ratty mess.” 

Toth said there is a scoring system for 
animal health. Llamas score from 1-5, and 
one of Hazel’s llamas scored below that, 
at .5. The bull was in the mid range, but a 
horse, on a 1-10 scale, rated just 1.
